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Your  first  luissiiiri;  of  S<-rii»turc  is  found 
in  Mult,  xxiv  ;  l‘i,  ••  W  alcli  and  pray,” 
ttp.  That  Ji-sus  did  jiroacdi  terror  to  tlu> 
Jews,  and  predict  sore  judgments  wliieli 
should  soon  befall  llieni,  is  not  denied,  but 
acknowledged  on  all  bunds ;  (and  it  is 
cHjually  as  true  that  bis  language  was  figu¬ 
rative,  yet  well  understood  by  that  nation  ;) 
wbieb  judgments  were  to  Ih‘  a  national  ca¬ 
lamity,  and  to  Im'  verified  in  that  generation. 
“The  seeptre  shall  not  depart  from  Judah, 
nor  a  lawgiver  from  iM  lween  his  feet." — 
Their  beautiful  temple  was  to  be  demolish¬ 
ed,  and  their  hienirehy  to  Ih‘  overthrown. 
In  making  this  known  to  tiiein,  our  ^‘a\lour 
used  highly  figurative  and  hyperbolical  lan¬ 
guage,  similar  to  that  wliieh  was  useil  by 
the  prophets,  wlien  predicting  great  and 
important  revolutions. 

In  chapters  23,  21  atid  2.J,  of  .Matthew, 
and  the  eorrespomliHg  passaires  of  the  other 
Evangelists,  our  Saviour  told  the  Jews 
what  must  iH'fdl  them,  in  the  same  kind  id 
language  as  did  the  prophet  Jixd,  eliap,  ii ; 
28,  31,  (seethe  te.xts.i  Hut  Joel  meant  to 
have  them  understand  that  the  “  wonders 
in  Heaven,”  &,e.  were  to  Im;  exhiliited  in 
time  ;  for  he  says,  iii  :  1,  Heliold  in  those 
days,  and  in  that  time,  when  I  shall  bring 
again  thec.sptivity  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem,” 
tic.  Verse  20,  “  Hut  Judah  shall  dwell 
forever,  and  Jerusalem  from  generation  to 
generation  which  shows  that  time  is  to 
endure  afier  this  great  revolution,  and  that 
it  does  not  mean  the  final  consummation  of 
all  things.  Now,  just  turn  over  your  Hible 
to  chap.  2,  of  .\eLs— iK-gin  at  the  1  lih  verse, 
and  Peter  in  his  sermon,  on  the  day  of  Pen¬ 
tecost,  will  quote  you  the  same  placi*  in  Jo¬ 
el.  lie  says,  “  but  this  is  that  whieh  was 
spoken  by  the  |iro|ihet  Joel,”  ^c.,  meaning 
that  it  was  then  beginning  to  take  place. — 
Yes,  mother,  and  at  tlie  same  time,  justno- 
tiw  how  Peter  poured  out  the  fire  and  brim¬ 
stone,  in  order  to  win  30IH)  souls  to  Christ 
in  one  day— the  greatest  reformation  in 
Christendom — by  wliieh  time,  I  tlnnk,  your 
mind  must  1k'  prepared  to  receive  the  true 
meaning  of  yo  ir  two  texts.  .Mall,  xxiii : 
33,  our  Saviour  says,  "how  canyeesca|M‘ 
the  damnation  of  hell at  verse 3(5,  "all 
these  things  shall  come  u|)on  this  gem  ra¬ 
tion” — verse  38,  "your  house  is  lefi  unto 
you  desolate” — at  chap,  xxiv  :  3,  they  ask 
Jesus,  "  when  shall  those  things  lie  ?  and 
what  shall  ho  the  sign  of  thy  coming,  and 
of  the  end  of  the  world  ?”  (or  age,  or  Jew¬ 
ish  dispensation.)  Jesus  proceeds  to  tell 


them  the  siirns.  (whieh.  if  any  one  dispute, 

1  am  able  to  show  that  they  have  taken 
place,)  whereliy  they  mi<rht  know  that  lln- 
time  was  at  hand,  and  at  verse  31,  s.iys, 

"  this  generation  shall  not  pass,  until  all  : 
these  things  la*  fulfilled.”  'I'he  tieginning  ' 
of  eliap.  xxv,  is  eniphalieully  marked  with  ' 
the  word  "  then,”  w  hieh  sliows  tlie  eonnex- j 
ion  of  our  Lord's  discourse  in  the  twoj 
ehapU  rs.  He  warned  them  against  decep¬ 
tion  hy  falsit  Christs,  inasmuch  ns  he  was 
not  to  come  at  that  time  Ixidily  or  literally. 
Chap,  xxiv  :  27,  "  As'lhe  lightning  eonieth 
out  of  the  east,  and  shiiicth  even  unto  the  j 
west,  so  shall  the  coming  of  the  son  of  man 
lie" — as  he  evidently  did  appear,  in  a  spir¬ 
itual  sense,  hy  the  inllueiici's  of  his  spirit  ; 
III  judtrmcnts  and  mercies;  in  the  desiriie- 
tioii  of  Jerusalem  ;  in  Inrniiig  the  Jews  out 
of  the  kingdom  of  Heaven,  and  engrafting 
in  the  tientiles,  in  which  is  verified  "the 
last  shall  Ih-  first,'’  ice.  Hence  the  Jews 
went  away  into  everlasting  pimishnieiit,  and 
the  (leiililes  into  lili;  eternal.  Hy  rv'udiiig 
pnr|M»seIy  for  the  meaniiio  of  the  words  liir- 
i‘Ver.  everlasting  and  eternal,  yon  will  find 
that  they  have  sometimes  a  limited,  and  at 
others  an  uncertain  duration.  "He  shall 
serve  him  forever,"  I'.x.  xxi  :  (5. — "  It  shall 
Ih'  a  statute  forever  unto  him,"  I'.x.  xxviii  : 
13 — "  I’riest's  ollici'  shall  Ih’  for  a  pel  [letii- 

ul  statute,”  k.c..  Lx.  xxix  ;  t) — •• - .Xu 

roll's  sons  hy  a  slatiiU-  forever,'’  tie..  Lx, 
xxix:  28 — "  IStatnte  forever,"  fcic..  Lx.  j 
XXX  :  21 — "  .\nd  they  shall  inherit  it  for-  { 
ever,"  See.,  Lx.  xxxii  :  13 — "  Lverlasting  | 

priesthiMRl,’'  tee..  Lx.  xl  :  L) — " - i 

Perpetmil  statute,”  Sec.,  Lev.  iii  :  17 —  I 
"  The  fire  shall  ever  Ih‘  hiirning  and  never  I 
go  out,’'  Lev.  vi  :  13 — See  also  Lev.  vi  :  I 
18 — Lev.  X  :  !1.  13,  17 — Lev.  xxiii  :  1 1,  j 
21,  31,  41.  More  Scripture  might  he  ad- 
dueevl  to  prove  that  tlii  si'  words  do  not  mean  f 
an  endless  duration,  hut  that  the  time  is  to 
I  U*  measured  aceording  to  the  nature  of  the 
subject.  Von  will  perceive  that  in  the  most 
oftlu'se  texts  it  is  added.  "  tlirou'/hoiit  your 
generations," — which  shows  that  it  was  not 
eiidh’ss  duration.  So  the  "  rverlasiinij 
|iunishment,"  ilenonnced  in  .Alatt.  xxv  ;  4I>, 
may  In'  estimated,  aceording  to  the  nature 
of  the  subject — thi'onglioiit  the  ireneration  ol 
the  Jews  ;  or,  until  (.mmI  shall  have  sntli- 
ciently  punished  them  for  all  their  rebellion 
and  iinlR-lief,  when  they  shall  have  Iwen 
snlxlued  and  "  imulc  willing  in  the  day  ol 
his  iMivver.” 

Your  other  text  is  found  in  Luke  xiii ; 
23.  This  lH‘ing  a  eorrespoiiiliiiir  text  to 
that  in  .Matthew,  on  which  1  have  given  my 
views,  I  shall  not  make  many  remarks  upon 
it.  Luke,  no  doubt,  was  referring  to  the 
same  evetit,  as  was  Matthew  in  chapters  “23, 


21  and  23.  \  on  will  oliserve,  that  in  ehap- 

ter  1 1 .  of  I  .like,  the  same  terror  is  preached 
as  in  .Xlalthevv,  and  on  the  same  subject, 
which  eonliniies  on  until  the  question  is 
asked  our  Saviour,  "  are  fi  vv  to  tie  saved  •” 
Jiist  compare  the  last  of  this  e  ia|  u  r  with 
the  last  of  the  2.'iil  chap,  of  .Matthew,  and  1 
think  yon  /iiii.si  Im-  eonvinced.  To  tin'  .^ume. 
persons  who  askisl  if  few  were  to  1k‘  savtsl, 
Jesus  says,  verse  33,  "  ye  shall  not  see  niu 
until  the  time  come  vv  hen  ye  shall  ;ny.  bless¬ 
ed  is  he  that  eonieth  in  the  name  of  tho 
Lord.'’  Jesus  said  this  to  the  verif  stirie 
persons,  to  whom  he  said,  "  1  know'  you 
not  ;  depart,”  fcic.  These  persons  were  to 
In-  thrust  out  of  the  kinirdom  vtf  (ohI. — 
Luke's  history  of  our  J^avioiir's  words,  ex¬ 
actly  agrees  with  .'vlattht-w  on  th'samesub- 
Ijeet,  xxv:  41,  "di|iart  ye  enrs«-d,’'  Ike. 

1  From  the  prei-eding  language  of  Ji-sii.s,  I 
!  must  infer  that  the  time  will  come  when 
they  shall  see  him.  and  know  him,  and  call 
him  blessed;  which  no  doubt  will  Uikc 
place  when  the  fulness  of  the  (lentiles  shall 
have  come  in.  4 fs,  then  all  the  {mmif,  des¬ 
pised,  iinfortiinate  Jews  vvbll  lie  restored  ; 
and  all  Israel  will  lie  saved.  (ohI  says. 
.Vinos  ix  :  1),  "  for.  lo.  I  will  eominand  and 
I  will  sift  the  house  of  Israel  among  nil  iia- 
j  tioiis.  like  as  corn  is  s'rfled  in  a  seive  :  yet 
shall  not  the  least  grain  hill  ii|nhi  the  earth.'' 
l‘Nulms  \r  :  3.  "thou  tnrnest  man  to  de- 
strnetion  ;  and  saym,  n  tnrn  ye  children  of 
men.”  I‘salms  evii  :  20,  "  he  sent  his 
word  and  healed  them,  and  delivered  them 
from  their  destructions,”  Jerusalem  will 
In*  restored  when  SiMloin  and  Samaria  with 
their  daughters  return  to  tlu-ir  former  estate. 
See  L/eI,iel,  chap.  10,  read  to  the  5.3th 
verse,  "when  thy  sisu-rs,  .s-^iMlom  anil  her 
daughters,  shall  return  to  tlu-ir  former  es¬ 
tate,  and  Samaria  and  her  dangiiters  shall 
return  to  tin  ir  former  esiate,  then  thou  and 
thy  daughteis  shall  return  to  your  former 
estate.'’ 

In  closing,  I  will  remark,  that  ifthe  pre¬ 
dictions  of  our  Sav  ionr,  in  .'latt.  xxiii,  xxiv, 
land  xxv,  •Old  the  eoi'res|Minding  passages  of 
'  the  other  I'.vangelisN,  are  not  fulfilled,  wo 
I  have  no  proof  that  they  evi  r  will  lie.  I 
I  must  close  ;  I  havealreadysvvelh'dthislie- 
vond  tin*  limits  of  a  letter.  1  do  entreat  my 
idear  mother  to  look  well  to  the  texts  addn- 
'  eed,  and  their  roniicxions  ;  and  if  you  find 
I  that  I  have  iiddueeil  .««Hir  priMd'.  whereby  an 
I  honest  man  id'  only  common  sensi-.  might 
j  aos.«;7)/i/  iinhilie  mv  sentiments.  I  shall  have 
gamed  one  |ioint,  v  i'/,.  someelaim  n|N)n  your 
leharitv,  which  would  In- some  satisfaction 
to  me.  whether  you  emlmic*e  m  v  sentinien’s 
,or  not.  From  yoiir  diitilul  child.

At  Ibis  I'rn  of  ibe  world,  a  la  lief  in  infi- 
nitf  reirtird.'t  nnil iiunitiliineHt.t  is  considered 
nmontr  the  |Mi|inlar  denominations  of  ( 'liris- 
tians — tbe  Al|>ba  and  tbe  Ometjo — ibe  be- 
^innin;;  and  end  of  oos|m'I  failli,  'i'bis  is 
retnir.'ed  us  tbo  one  ;iiiii<r  needful  ;  and 
without  wliieli  man  is  at  best  in  a  bo|ie|ess 
condition.  Tbe  redemption  ofevery  pledge 
of  conlidenee — tiu*  cxenase  of  jnsiiee,  mer¬ 
cy,  and  Uaievoleiiee — tbe  sirielesi  regard  to 
veracity — the  administration  of  kind  olliees 
to  till!  neiHly  eliildren  of  want — tbe  faitlifnl 
discliarire  ofevery  moral  duty,  to;ri  iber  willi 
a  firm  la-lief  in  tbe  existence,  and  siiperin- 
teiidin{  providiau-r  of  (iial;  and  an  iinsba- 
kon  faith  in  f'lirist.leMis,  us  the  Son  of  the 
Most  Hiirh,  and  the  Saviour  of  the  world  ; 
avail  iiothinir  in  the  estimation  of  the  /mm.-i : 
so  loim  as  this  iK'Culiar  article  of  their  creed 
is  rejivted. 

An  iwknowli'iljrenicnt  of  this  do^nia  of 
heathen  ori(rin.  has  Us'ii  snp|>osed  by  even 
the  judiciary  of  our  tiovernment,  to  1h‘  es¬ 
sential  to  the  holimsis  of  one's  life,  and  a 
prens|uisite  to  the  si'cnriiio  of  piiblie  eonfi- 
dence.  Ami  whosoe.yer  has  I'alled  in  ipu's- 
tioii  this  si'ntiment,  has  Ih  cii  isteemed  a 
disortianizer — a  corrupter  of  morals — an 
anarchist — an  infidel — lu  relic— ileiiier  ol 
the  Bible,  and  seoll’er  of  reli<rion.  \  es,  in 
this  far  fiimisl  happy  land  of  the  kkki.. 
where  tlie  eonsiiliition  of  nation  a  i.  kioiits 
punranter*s  lilM-iTy  of  eonseienee,  and  fn  e- 
dom  of  sjH'eeh,  the  eili/.ens  of  the  ( 'oninion- 
wealth,  Ik*  it  said  to  the  everlasiinij  infamy 
of  the  casuists,  who  wiuild  ebain  lo  the  fool- 
aliMil  of  pnjial  thisM-racy  tbe  eonsrienees  ol 
tbeir  fellow-inen.  have  la-en  liitln  rio  denied 
the  priviletresof  fris-nien,  iMraiisi'  they  have 
renoiineed  this  do^ma  of  I’airanisni.  II 
this  is  not  formin<;  in  prinei|ile,  the  nnbolv 
alliance  of  ecelesiasiieal  and  civil  authority, 
1  am  unable  to  determine  in  what  it  consists. 

I  shall  not,  at  this  time,  enter  into  an 
elaborate  discussion  of  this  snbjei’t,  anali- 
xins;  and  com|>i>umlin{r  its  eonslitiieiit  prin¬ 
ciples  :  but  rather  eontine  myself  lo  tbe  in¬ 
quiry,  Do  those  who  ini|M>s<>  this  diK  trine 
U|>on  others  with  such  eariu'stness,  lielieve 
it  themselves  ?  I  may  Ire  censured  for  a 
want  of  cliarity,  for  over  indulging  a  sup¬ 


position  foJbe  eoTifnry.  But  tbe  reiidi  r  is 
reinu‘>leu  toh  ’ar,  and  lin  n  judoe, 

Tlie  the  sis  is  maintained  on  the  follow  inn 
iir^nnient.  tiod,  as  the  rij:bliiil  Sovereign 
of  the  universe,  has  i  iijonied  on  man.  Ins 
subject,  an  infinite  law,  which  he  is  undi  r 
the  most  >oli  mil  obiigiilions  to  ols  y.  At- 
I  '(  bed  to  which  is  a  penally  of endh  ss  pun- 
i-lmieiit,  to  etiliiree  its  obsi  rvunee ;  and 
wiiieli  Ibe  violator  incurs,  as  a  reeom|*ense 
for  bis  infraction  of  tbe  unalterable  rule  of 
right. 

On  no  other  prinei|ile  has  tbe  diM-lrine  of 
unlimited  pnnislimenl  been  defended.  And 
even  on  this  hypothesis,  it  will  la*  seen  that 
its  alN'ttors  are  l><'‘rgin<t  the  ipiestion. — 
They  lay  down  premises  as  if  self  evident, 
and  ilieii  priM-eed  to  niakededmiions  aeeord- 
imjlv.  lienee  it  is  obvious,  that  il'lbe  pre¬ 
mises  tbeniselves  Ik*  absurd,  the  legitimate 
eonelnsioiis  drawn  tberefroni,  must  of  ne- 
eessitv  Im*  preiiosterous.  Now  it  so  ball¬ 
pens  that  tbeir  oii|M)nents  scruple  the  eor- 
reetness  of  the  preniisi  s,  and  consequeinly 
the  whole  syllogistic  |ir(K'ess  ;  and  it  de¬ 
volves  on  ibem  to  substantiate  tbeir  first  posi¬ 
tion  by  adverting  to  first,  or  fixed  principles. 

But  vi(  Iding  tbe  argument  thus  far,  and 
allow  ing  llu  in  tbe  iM-deslal  to  erect  tbeir  fa¬ 
bric  upon,  h  t  us  proceed  to  compare  tbe 
eoiielii'lons  with  the  premises,  and  see  how 
(bey  eoineide.  According  to  this  theory, 
it  will  la‘  readily  |N'reeived,  that  each  and 
every  in,  of  however  trivial  a  nature,  must 
Im- ('({iial  in  turpitude  to  those  of  the  darkest 
dyi-.  for  if  till-  most  enormous  or  beinons 
crime  is  an  intinite  evil,  then  the  least  must 
Im-  infmiti- ;  and  vice  veriid.  Because  there 
can  Im-  nojiisi  proiMirtion  U  twi-eii  things  ol 
a  finite-  natnri-,  and  those-  of  infinity. — 
The  refore,  for  every  infraeiioo  of  the  law, 
tbe  creature*  deserves  an  endless  iM-riMtuily 
of  pain.  But  den's  not  every  son  and  daiigli- 
ler  of  .\dam,  possessing  a  moral  sensibility, 
e-ommit  but  one-  olle-m-e*  during  their  sup|Ni- 
s(-(l  state*  of  probation  ?  It  will  iM-answcresI 
in  tbe*  atlirnialive,  saying,  that  the-y  sin  dai¬ 
ly,  either  in  thought,  weird  or  des-el.  Mow 
liie-n  can  they  Im-  adesjuate-ly  [lunishesl,  ae- 
e-ording  to  n  just  retribution,  for  all  their 
unrigbteoiisne-ss  ?  Observe,  it  reepiire-s  tbe- 
leing  round  of  e-ternity,  to  inllict  suflieient 
|iunishm(*nt,  to  answe  r  the  de-tnand  of  jus- 
li(-(*  for  line  transgre-ssion  :  should  they  all 
llie-refon-  iM-eoine-  the  unhappy  siifle  re-rs  of 
(tod's  vindictive  ire,  and  experie-m-e  the- sad 
e-llicts  of  his  iniplae-able  wrath,  wilbout  li- 
niitalioii,  would  not  all  the  eriim-s  e-ver  |M  r- 
pelrated  by  e-aeb  individual,  w  itb  one*  exeep- 
tiein,  Im*  commilled  with  impunity  1 

Again,  as  it  is  aeknowleilged  that  all  are 
actual  tninsgre-ssors — that  all  have  conie 
short  of  the  |M’rfts  li(in  rei|uired.  do  not  all 
deserve  to  Im*  plungesi  into  the-  eles-ji,  dark 
vault  of  heipel(*ss  perdition,  ns  the*  ptsl  pu- 
nilion  of  their  olli'iirs-s  ?  But  do  the-  ndeo- 
e*ateseif  this  syste-ni  maintain,  that  the  w  hole 
progeny  of  .Xdam,  shall  go  down  into  hell ; 
and  the  re  we-lte-r  in  the  llame*s  of  jndignant 
fury,  under  the  disple-asure  of  iiKT-nsesl  Oin- 
ni|Mitence  :  or  do  they  say  in  the  language 
of  the- serjienl  in  the  garden,  “if  you  will 
put  your  trust  in  me,  yc  shall  not  surely 


die-  ?"  .Are-  they  not  bolding  forth  the  idt-« 
of  salvation  to  a  lost  and  reiM.'llious  world  ? 
And  how  does  this  c(im[Mirt  with  the  doc- 
liine-  of  endless  retribution?  N'o  matU-r 
w  hat  means  are*  a  'opted  lor  their  deliver- 
anee,  whetiu-r  it  lie*  through  the!  medium  of 
a  sponsor,  or  a  ransom.  If  the-y  e-senp»-  the 
nw  i'nl  eleMiin  they  dese-rve  for  their  miscon¬ 
duct  through  any  medium,  is  not  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  injinite  retcanU  and  pvni$hmcntt 
exploded  ? 

.Again  if  tbe  law  of  (leMl  be  inlinite,  and 
an  act  of olM-dienee  merits  any  thing,  it  must 
merit  a  reward  eommensurate  to  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the-  holy  mandate-.  Therefore, 
as  the-  law  is  infinite  in  its  re-epiire  nients, 
and  a  eonforniily  to  any  of  its  prece-pts  is 
inlinite-  rigbleousiu-ss,  so,  for  every  act  of 
moral  virtue*,  the-  creature  dese-rves  endless 
happiness  as  a  just  re-eomiM-nse  of  reward. 
Does  not  salvation  the-n,  come  of  debt,  and 
not  by  gift  ?  Is  it  not  of  weirks,  and  not  of 
grace  ?  But  will  it  Im-  conceded,  that  we 
merit  eternal  blesscdtie-ss  for  aught  that  wu 
have  done,  or  e-un  do?  No;  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  will  Im-  maintained,  that  we  may 
live-  godly,  and  oIm  y  the  commandments  of 
tbe-  liord,  and  yet  after  we  have  done  all,  wc 
are-  but  iniprolitabh-  si-rvunts,  deserving  no¬ 
thing  at  the  liord's  hand  for  onr  righteous¬ 
ness,  or  services  :  and  if  we  obtain  salva¬ 
tion,  it  must  Im-  ibrough  the  tender  mere*y 
of  (Joel,  who  visits  iis,  like  the  dayspring 
from  on  high.  Is  it  not  idle  then,  to  talk  of 
e-ternal  re  tribulion,  ae-eording  to  the  popular 
signiliealion  of  tbe  term  ?

capable  of  performing  tbe  le^sf  eommenda- 
ble  action,  ye-t  it  will  Ik*  admitted,  that  in 
some  instances  he  iM-e-onie-s  rt-newed,  so  as, 
posterior  to  his  rege-nenition,  to  be  ca|iable 
ofperlorming  tbe  w  ill,  and  olM-yingthecom- 
niandments  of  I  le-uven.  lienee-,  for  his  un¬ 
godly  de-e-ds,  he  first  deserves  endless  wew ; 
and  ses-ondly,  for  his  olM-dience,  everlasting 
happine-sN !  And  conse-epie-ntly,  it  would 
deiy  the  power  of  Omnipotence  to  give  them 
their  due-s.

|»rophecies  (so  called)  of  Jesus  Christ  the 
Saviour,  toirether  f»*r  your  friendly  solici¬ 
tude  for  tiiy  nttaiiiiu};  that  wisdom,  which 
will  save  me,  (1  had  sitptrosed  that  according 
to  your  iM'lief,  as  well  tvs  mine,  one  might 
1)0  saved  without  nitteh  wisdom.)  please  to 
accept  of  my  sinecn*  thanks.  In  your  re¬ 
ply,  I  find  nti  acknowleilgment  that  the  piu- 
sage  in  Isaiah,  chap,  vii :  11.  is  not  a  pro¬ 
phecy  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Saviour,  but  that 
it  is  a  prophecy.  That  it  wa.s  not  a  pro¬ 
phecy  «if  Jesus  Christ  ihti  Saviour,  I  per- 
lirtly  agree  with  you.  While  upon  this 
suhject,  (icrmil  ntt:  to  iitquire  : 

1st.  How  it  hapjieiKsl  that  the  writer  of 
Miilthew,  undi'r  ilivine  inspiration,  (for 
Christians  say  the  whole  Hook  was  written 
in  this  way)  should  have  so  grossly  misap- 
plicil  the|mssage  ?  Dim  s  it  not  appear  evi¬ 
dent  that  this  w  l  iter,  wluM  ver  he  might  have 
Im-cii,  was  quite  ignorant  of  the  Jewish  his¬ 
tory.  and  could  not  havclKH'ii  under  the  gui¬ 
dance  of  di\inc  inspiration  ?  .\iid, 

2dly.  Did  it  hapiMii  to  Ahaz,  admitting 
it  to  have  Im-i  n  a  prophecy  of  him.  agreeably 
thereto?  Von  say  that  “the  substance  of 
the  prisliction  was,  that  those  whohadeon- 
spried  against  Ahaz  should  not  succeed.” 
Fxaetly  so.  Who  were  his  enemies  that 
had  so  conspired  ?  'riiey  were  Pekah,  king 
of  Israel,  and  Reziii,  king  of  Syria,  These, 
uniteilly,  with  their  amiies.  were  advancing 
mMui  Jerusalem,  the  ca|iitol  of  Judah,  of 
whieh  .Miles  was  king. 

Hy  turning  to  second  Chronicles,  and 
ri'adtiig  the  28th  chapter,  we  shall  there 
find  a  history  of  “that  King  .Miaz’’  The 
following  is  the  sum  anil  substtince  of  it, 
which  shews  eoneliisively,  that  the  predic¬ 
tion.  of  such  high  authority,  in  this  instance 
at  least,  failed  most  completely,  and  that  all 
this  fuss  aliont  Isaiah's  child  and  his  pro¬ 
phetess,  after  all,  answertsi  no  very  good 
jnirposc  for  ()oor  .\haz.  Ahaz  reigned  in 
Jerusalem  six  years,  commencing  at  the 
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fc(je  of  iwrnty.  Ho  nuulo  hiirnt  iii- 

renw',  anil  hin  rhildrrn.  Ho  sullontl  a  vn- 
rioty  of  tho  rrvorsos  <»f  forinno,  ami  linally 
fomul  hinist'If  ruiiiod.  “Tho  Ijonl  lii> 
(jo<1  ilolivoroli  him  into  tlio  haml!!  of  tho 
King  of  Syria  :  ami  thoy  sinoto  him,  ami 
carriiil  away  a  groat  miillitmlo  of  thorn  oaj)- 
tivos.”  I’okali.  king  of  iNrai  l,  slow  in  om- 
day,  one  humlroil  ami  twonty  thoiisaml.  all 
Valiant  men,  anil  tmik  woinon,  sons  ami 
danghUTs,  priiainorN,  amounting  to  two  hnn- 
droil  thousand.  Tho  oha|itor  alnivo  mon- 
tioiied  clust»«  w  ith  an  aoooimt  of  his  ( Ahu/.'s) 
doath  and  burial.  Hid  his  oni'iiiios  {iruvail 
Of  ■succ'cotl  against  him.  or  not? 

As  you  have  ailmonishod  your  oorros- 
pondiuits,  and  very  |iro|H-rlv,  not  to  troublo 
you  with  longthy  oouunuuioations,  I  boro 
oloae  for  tho  |irt‘sont,  rosorving  for  sonio 
futuro  day,  soino  ohsorvations,  whioh,  with 
your  approbation,  I  should  wish  to  mako 
upon  tho  othor  |Ktssniros  mentionod,  os|)o- 
riully  upon  that  one  whioh  you  say  “is  so 
plain  os  to  need  no  rommoiit.'’  11. 

ANSWER. 

OiT  answer  to  the  aliove  is  reaily  and  shall  bo 
brief. 

1st  question,  reliUivo  to  the  use  of  this  pro¬ 
phecy  by  .Matthew,  (rhap.  i:  2*2,23.)  This 
passage  has  been  nt)ji>rtod  to  by  some  learned 
Christians,  as  not  being  the  laiigii.Tge  of  .Mat¬ 
thew,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  a  correct  <pio- 
tation  from  Isaiah,  the  Hebrew  not  admitting  of 
such  a  translation  :  and  hence  they  have  thought 
it  an  interpolation.  Rut  admitting  Matthew'  to 
have  used  the  langu.age,  and  to  have  applied 
the  qmitation  from  Isaiah  to  Christ,  does  it  ni'- 
cessarily  make  Christ  the  original  and  primarv 
subject  of  the  prophe«-y,  allowing  the  prophet 
hail  another  and  a  diffrrrnt peraon  in  \  iew,  w  hen 
he  spoke?  Frequent  allusions  to,  and  partial 
quotations  from  the  writings  of  the  prophets, 
arc  made  by  the  writers  of  the  New  Testament : 
and  by  what  biblical  critics  call  orrommodotinn, 
the  language  thus  quoted  or  alluded  to,  is  ap¬ 
plied  to  subjects  and  events  to  which  it  originnilv 
.  and  primarily  had  no  direct  allusion.  .*^ee  an 
example  of  this  in  the  next  (‘2il)  chapter  of  .Mat¬ 
thew,  17th  and  lr*th  verses:  w'hich  is  quoted 
from  Jeremiah,  xxxi:  15.  “In  Hama  was 
there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation.”  Ac.  This 
prophecy  was  oriffinalhf  spoken  concerning  the 
captivity  of  the  ten  tribes  ;  but  is  here  elegantly 
applied  to  the  murder  of  the  innocents  at  Beth¬ 
lehem  ;  as  if  he  had  said,  Bethlehem  at  this  lime 
resembled  Kama :  liir  a  Rachid  might  lie  said  to 
wei'p  over  her  children  W'hich  were  slaughtered 
or  gone  into  captivity;  so  in  Bethlehem  the 
mothers  lamented  bitterly  thi-iridiildrcn  Ix'cause 
they  were  slain.  So  Matthew  i :  2*2,  *23,  may 
be  undcrstiKMl  in  a  similar  W'av — a  ease  occur¬ 
red  re.scmbling,  or  similar  to,  that  described  by- 
Isaiah. 

2<1  question,  relative  to  wh.xt  happened  to 
Ahaz.  Ileretheqnestionof  11.  is  not  altogether 
pertinent.  Instead  of  asking,  “did  it  happen 


to  Ahoz  according  to  the  pridirtion  lie 
should  have  asked.  Did  it  happen  to  the  rnvfpi- 
niton  against  .Miaz,  iVc.  ?  For  he  admits  that 
we  said,  “the  substance  of  the  prediction  was, 
that  those-  w  ho  had  conspired  again't  .Miaz 
should  not  succeed  and  thru  he  adds,  ‘‘ex- 
.actly  so.”  Well,  let  us  now  impiire.  Was  the 
prediction  verified?  and  Was  the  league  or  con¬ 
spiracy  broken  up?  Ves,  completely.  Turn 
to,  and  n*  id  *2  Kings  xvi :  .5,1).  ‘•'riien  Kezin, 
king  of  .'')yria,  and  Fekab,  son  of  Hcmaliah, 
king  of  Urael,  came  up  to  Jerusalem  to  war  : 
and  they  besieged  .Miaz.  hut  rnuld  not  orrrroinr 
him.”  (Ileri'  is  the  failure  of  the  conspiracy.) 
‘*So  .Miaz  sent  messengers  to  Tiglalh-pilezcr, 
king  of  .\s.syria — .\nd  the  king  <d’.\ssyria  hark¬ 
ened  unto  him:  liir  the  king  of .Vssyria  w'ent  up 
.against  Damascus,  anil  took  it,  and  carrii'd  the 
people  of  it  to  Kir,  find  s/cic  Krzin.”  (Ili'reis 
the  ilealh  fd’one  of  the  eoiispiritors. )  .Now  is 
not  this  ch'ar  proof  of  the  fullilinent  of  the  pre¬ 
diction  declaring  that  the  coiispir.acy  fornu'd 
against  .Miaz  should  not  succeed?  What  then 
is  H.  cavilling  at?  Why,  Iw-caiise  .Miaz  was  a 
wicked  and  ididatroiis  king,  and  after  reigning 
six  vi'ars,  (II.  h.as  made  a  mi.stake  of  ten  years 
here — it  was  sixteen,)  was  finally  ruined,  car¬ 
ried  aw'ay captive,  Ac.  W  ell,  what  of  all  this  ? 
Did  the  prediction  state,  or  <li<l  we  .state,  that  he 
W.1S  virtuous,  and  should  enjoy  a  long  and  pros- 
pi'rous  reign?  No;  nothing  of  the  kind.  .\nd 
it  d(M-s  not  militate  at  all  against  the  prophecy, 
because  that  o/lrr  itsfulfUnimt.  .\haz  proved  to 
he  a  w'icked  king,  and  in  just  judgment  upon 
him,  God  gave  him  up  into  the  hands  of  his  ene¬ 
mies  and  sufli-red  him  to  bo  ruined. 

We  find  II.  h.is  gotten  bravely  over  his  qualms 
of  con.science,  or  at  b-asl  his  nKHlesty  is  not  so 
easily  wounded  at  being  suspected  of  inclining 
to  **  sceptii-isni”  as  it  appeared  to  be  a  few 
weeks  since.  .Anil  we  cannot  say  whether  he 
W'oiild  blush  at  being  suspci  te  I  even  of  **  rinili 
scepticism.”  However  mie  h,  or  however  lit¬ 
tle  **  wisdom”  wc  liny  suppose  it  necessary  for 
him  to  possess  in  order  to  be  saved;  one  thing 
is  very  evident — that  had  he  possessed  a  little 
more  of  it,  or  searche  I  l!ie  Scri|itures  more  tho¬ 
roughly  which  are  **  able  to  iiiake  wise  unto 
salvation,”  he  would  have  Ihu-ii  **  saved”  at 
least  from  making  so  gross  a  blunder  as  the  one 
above  noticed  in  relation  to  the  non-lulfilnient 
of  the  prediction  of  the  prophet. 

In  conclusion  we  remark,  it  is  not  so  easy  a 
matter  to  overthrow  the  Scriptures,  or  disprove 
their  ver.acitv,  ns  some  people,  who  perhaps 
have  but  superficially  examined  tlii-in,  may  at 
first  imagine.  .Aside  from  the  indubitable  evi¬ 
dence  of  their  divine  authority  from  the  fulfil¬ 
ment  of  the  priqdiecies,  the  sublime  precepts  and 
lessons  of  moral  instruction  they  contain,  we 
think  are  amply  sufficient  to  recommend  them 
to  the  careful  perusal  and  serious  attention  of  all 
who  would  seek  that  “  wisdom  that  eometh 


from  iilxive  ;  which  is  fir»t  pure,  then  pe.aceable, 
gentle,  easy  to  lie  intreated,  full  of  mere v  .and 
good  fruits  without  partiality  and  without  hypo¬ 
crisy.”  That  some  errors  have  crept  into  the 
.scriptures,  as  they  now  are  in  our  version,  is 
readily  admitted.  But  to  us  it  is  less  surprising 
that  these  few  errors  are  tiniiid  in  them,  (seeing 
they  have  existed  fir  so  many  ages,  and  passed 
through  so  many  languages,)  than  it  is  that  they 
have  Iwen  preserved  as  pure  as  th*-y  are.  Let 
peiqde  of  sceptical  habits,  but  well  iiifiriiied 
minds,  take  the  same  pains  to  understand  cor¬ 
rectly  and  to  harmonize  them,  that  they  now 
take  to  find  discrepancie.t  and  .set  them  at  war 
with  tlieiii.-elxes,  they  must  discover  in  them  a 
sublimity  and  U  aiity  that  they  eaiiiiot  but  ad¬ 
mire.  S.

If  we  were  to  consult  ottr  reason  only,  I 
Itelieve  ue  should  all  eome  to  the  eonelugion 
that  all  mankind  will  finally  lie  happy,  in- 
asiiiueh  u.s  an  omniseient  and  good  God 
would  never  create  intelliirent  In'inirs  for  any 
otlur  (lurjaise.  But  if  the  revelations  of 
that  Deity  to  his  creatures  inform  us  that 
none  will  lie  finally  happy  hut  such  a.s  fulfil 
eertuiii  conditions,  and  ex|>erieiiee  certain 
changes  of  mind  and  heart  in  this  life,  then 
our  reasonin<rs  must  be  hiiil  entirely  aside, 
and  those  revelations  Is-  our  only  guide  : 
therefore,  I  shall  stale  no  ohjeetioiis  but 
such  us  siuMii  to  occur  in  the  Scriptures.

‘2.  .VII  the  |>romiscs  of  a  final  restoration 
are  general  and  iiidelinile,  and  may  no  morn 
mean  every  individual  of  the  liiiniiin  family, 
than  the  term  “all the  world”  (I.iike  ii :  1) 
meiint  the  whole  |Mipiilation  of  theglolie. 

3.  The  t4-xts  brought  from  the  Epistles 
to  prove  universal  salvation,  were  applied 
to  memlN'rs  of  the  ehureli,  and  not  tounlie- 
li«“v«-rs.

6.  Tlie  paralile  of  L'l/anis  and  Hives, 
which  must  refer  to  anullier  state  of  Is  iiijr, 
as  Abrahani  is  in  another  state.  Tliere  is 
no  intimation  that  l)iv«*s,  <ir  the  rich  inaii, 
will  ever  be  reletLsed  frtim  his  tormeiiLs.  If 
Alirahani  had  said  to  liiin,  **  and  thou  slialt 
be  tornient4>d  till  thy  proud  hean  Ih-  hum¬ 
bled,  and  thou  confess  that  (iod  is  just,” 
there  would  have  Ixs-ii  a  pros|H-et  of  his 
miseries  having  a  termination.  Hut  tlie 
contrary  s<s‘nis  to  U-  plainly  intimated  in 
his  allusion  to  tin*  iinptmeiibie  ^;ulf  that  wils 
fixisi  lietweeii  them.

W  e  are  hnppy  to  see  tli<-  spirit  of  "Candor” 
and  lilierality  breathed  in  the  aUive  romiiuiiiiea- 
tion;  and  shall  endeavor  to  remove  the  ohjec- 
tiona  of  the  writtir  so  fir  as  our  time  and  limits 
will  allow*,  ('andor  grants  in  his  introductory 
remarks,  that  rrason  sei-ms  to  sanction  a  Is-lief 
in  the  final  salvation  of  all  mankind.  This  is 
a  very  strong  argument  in  fivor  of  the  do«'trino  : 
for  no  one  ran  consistently  admit  that  CIixl 
W'ould  give  to  man  a  revel.ition  contrary  to  rra~ 
•on;  or  in  otlier  words,  that  tlie  Deity  is  an 
unreasonable  being. 

Wo  shall  notice  tlic  objections  In  the  order  in 
which  they  occur. 

I.  The  Old  'restament  prophecies  of  the  res¬ 
toration  of  tlie  Jews,  and  the  alleged  allusion  to 
them,  Acta  iii :  21.  "The  restitution  of  all 
things”  we  think  must  embrace  soinethlng  more 
than  simply  the  n-storation  of  one  nation  to 
temporal  prosperity.  For  Peter  says.  Acts  ii : 
iW,  “  the  promise  is  to  you  and  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  ns  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  call,”  (and  that  he  calls  all, 
8C6  Isa.  xlv:  22.  Rom.’ viii :  20,  30.)  That 


(lontiles  were  interested  in  the  promise  (Acts 
iii  :  2.‘>,)  that  in  Christ  "all  the  kindreils  of  the 
earth  should  be  bles-cd,”  mii't  appear  e\ idcnl, 
we  think,  to  all;  and  that  they  could  under¬ 
stand  these  promises  and  allusions  we  think  is 
cipially  clear  from  the  2d  eha|iter  of  Kpliesiaiis, 
where  the  apostle  tells  tlicmthcv  are  "  no  more 
strangers  ami  liireigncrs,  but  fellow-citizens  with 
the  saints,  and  of  the  household  id’ God,”  Ac. 

II.  The  promises  of  final  restoration,  general 
anil  indefinite.  We  think  there  arc  not  only 
such  promises,  but  also  multitudes  of  proini^-s 
that  are  particular  and  definite  to  this  point.  A\n 
excellent  ami  infallible  rule  tor  understanding 
the  word  all,  in  Scripture,  is  this;  Wherever 
the  sensi-,  general  scope,  or  context,  ni-cesssa- 
rily  restricts  its  meaning  to  less  than  the  whole 
iitiinan  liiniily,  it  must  be  allowed  to  be  limited 
in  its  meaning  and  applic.ition.  In  all  idher 
cases  it  must  be  allowed  to  mean,  w  hat  it  does 
naturally  ami  Iroil'nantrly,  tiik  wiioi  k.  'I'lie 
phrase  "all  the  world"  l.nke  ii ;  I.  as  also 
•Matt,  xxiv;  I  I,  undoubtedly  signifies  the  whole 
Itoniaii  empire ;  as  it  was  then  culled  the  iiiii- 
\ers:il  empire,  or  empire  id’ the  world.  And 
this  is  ileterniined  to  bt-  its  sense  from  the  con¬ 
nexion  and  general  scope  ofthe  p:iss,-iges.  But 
wlu,-re  we  read  of  “  rrrnj  rrratiire  in  heaven,  on 
thee.artli,  uiifler  the  earth,  in  the  sea,”  Ac.  Rev. 
v:  13.  Philip,  ii  :  10,  11,  of  “all  thin gs  ii\ 
heaven,  earth.”  vV’c.  F.ph.  i:  10,  C«d.  i:  20.  of 
“all  nun,”  I  Tim.  ii :  4  and  iv;  10,  of  “  Ihr 
irholr  rrralian,”  Rom.  viii:  22.  of  “Ihr  teholr 
trorhl,”  I  Jolinii:  2,  and  other  siuiil.ir  ex¬ 
pressions  of  universality,  where  there  is  iiotli- 
iiig  that  cun  limit  the  meaniiig  to  a  |iart,  the 
whole  intelligent  creation  without  exception, 
inusteviilently  be  embraced.  Nor  can  we  frame 
or  imagine  ex|»ressions  more  particular,  definite, 
clear,  full  and  universal  than  these. 

““  III.  The  promises  in  the  I'pistles  applied  to 
mcmlM-rs  of  the  church,  and  not  to  iinlM-lievers. 
That  there  are  many  promises  in  the  Kpistles, 
made  es|*«‘cially  and  only  to  htlnTirs  we 
re.adily  admit ;  but  cannot  allow  that  all,  or 
even  a  majority  of  them  are  of  this  <lescri|ition. 
That  many  full  and  unequivocal  promises  are 
made  to  unbelievers  is  evident  from  n  v.ricly  id’ 
passages.  8ee  Romans  xi :  from  l.'ith  versi-  to 
end  of  the  chapter,  and  particularly  32d  "For 
GimI  hatJi  concluded  them  all  in  uidx-lief,  that 
he  might  have  mercy  upon  all.”  Rom.  v  :  from 
Hth  to  21  St  verse.  And  Peter  was  directly  .ad¬ 
dressing  unbelievers  when  he  said,  “  the  prom¬ 
ise  is  unto  you  and  to  your  children”  Ac.  Acts 
ii :  2!1,  and  iii;  2.’>.  In  Uie  1st  of  Fphesiatis, 
St.  Paul  is  addressing  btUtrers  only,  atnl  show¬ 
ing  how  the  grace  and  wisdom  of  (omI  had 
alMiunded  towards  them  ;  till  he  comes  to  the 
IHli  and  10th  verses,  where  he  speaks  of  what 
God  had  m.ade  known  to  tliein  (believers)  res- 
[leeting  all  mankind,  or  tliom'  who  did  not  then 
iM-lieve.  "  Having  m.ade  known,  unto  vs” 
say*  he,  "the  mystery  of  his  icUl,  according  to 


his  gfK)d  plensurr,  which  he  liatli  purposttl  tH 
himrrlj,  th.it  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fultieM 
ol’  times  he  might  g.ather  togetlier  in  one,  ali. 
TiilN'c.s  in  ('lirist,  ImpUi  which  are  in  heaven  and 
wliii  h  are  on  earth,  even  in  him.”  Here  it  i* 
evident  that,  as  hilirrrrs  were  alrraily  gathered 
in  ('hrist,  the  apostle  speaks  of  the  g.ithering 
those  who  wore  then  out  of  Christ  (unlieliev- 
ers)  into  the  same  fold  with  tlie  same  head — 
parallel  to  John  v:  Id.  See  also  1.  Cur.  xv  : 
22,  iVc.  1  Tim.  ii :  d-fi,  and  iv  :  10,  1  John 
iv  :  14,  Jude  .3,  and  other  passages  too  numer¬ 
ous  to  mention. 

IV.  Tl  le  dci'l.'iration  of  Je^iis  to  the  Jew’s 
John  viii;  21,  "ye  shall  die  in  your  sins: 
whither  I  go  ye  cannot  come.”  We  think  th« 
death  here  spoken  of,  was  not  natural  death, 
but  /rfiirilual.  "To  be  carnally  minded  is  death, 
but  to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  atid  peace.” 
The  carnal  mindedness  of  the  Jews  prevented 
their  belief,  and  occasioneil  their  death— a  dputh 
both  spiritual  and  political — a  ile.ith  directly  the 
reverse  of  that  life  he  dcscrilies  verse  12th,  and 
also  in  chap,  xi :  2.’’>,  20,  "  He  that  lielieveth  in 
me,  though  he  werede.id,  yet  shall  he  live:  and 
whosoever  liveth  and  lielieveth  in  me,  shall 
NEVER  HIE.”  Herc.-y/iri/t/ri/,  (and  not  Nutura/,) 
death  and  lij'e  are  eoiitrastcd.  Those  who  be¬ 
lieved  in  Jesus,  could  come,  in  a  moral  sense, 
by  spiritual  life,  where  (3irist  was ;  but  those 
who  did  not  Itclievc,  could  not,  but  become 
dead  in  tresji.vsscs,  sin  and  unbelief,  whore  no 
Saviour  was  to  lie  found.  Rut  that  the  unbelief 
.iiid  sin  of  tliese  Jews  was  ultimately  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  away,  see  Rom.  xi:  23,  2.'>,  27,  31,  and 
nothing  then  can  prevent  Uicin  from  coming 
when,'  Christ  is. 

V.  Concerning  the  judgment.  Will  not  "Can¬ 
dor”  allow  th.it  the  jiiilgment  mentHined  Rum. 
xiv  :  10,  ni.iy  be  the  same  as  that  described  in 
Matt,  xxv  T  FurlMith  passages  were  written  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  time  when  tlic  judgnicnt  descrilied 
by  .Matthew*  occurred.  But  the  admission  of  a 
judgment  subsequent  to  that,  or  of  a  judgment  in 
a  future  state  of  lieing,  is  no  argiinicnt  against, 
iior  the  least  objection  to  the  doctrine  of  the  final 
salvation  of  all  mankind. 

VI.  The  parable  of  the  rich  man  and  I,.aza- 
nis.  This  we  cannot  admit  to  Ke  any  objection 
to  the  doctrine  of  universal  salvation.  Fori. 
It  is  but  a  parable,  and  not  a  des<-riptinn  of  lit¬ 
eral  ficts.  2.  Nothing  is  said  about  emlless  mis¬ 
ery,  nor  of  the  long  duration  of  the  rich  man's 
sufferings.  3.  The  gulf,  whatever  it  may  be, 
we  think  cannot  remain  after  every  valley  shall 
bi-  filled  and  every  mountain  levcih.-d,  Uic  crook¬ 
ed  m.'iile  straight  and  all  the  rough  places  smooth. 
What  can  the  gulflx-  but  sin  and  unbelief?  (Isa. 
lix:  2.)  Take  away*  these,  and  the  gulf  is  re¬ 
moved.  Christ  is  to  "finish  sin,  make  an  end 
of  transgression  and  bring  In  everlasting  right¬ 
eousness  ;”  all  Israel  and  the  fulness  of  tho 
Gentiles  are  to  bo  saved.  Rom.  si :  25 — 27, 
"  And  die  ransomed  ofthe  Lord  (who gave  him- 
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Mlt'a  raniuiii  fur  all  to  Im;  tcKtiliotl  in  Hue  time" 
the  rieh  man  not  excepted,)  "  hhall  return,  ami 
come  tu  Ziun  witli  suiigs  and  everlasting  juy  up¬ 
on  tlieir  heads  :  they  shall  obtain  joy  and  glad- 
neM,  and  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  dee  away.” 
Isa.  XXXV :  10,  1  Tim.  iv  :  (5.  We  intend,  ere 
long,  giving  a  full  elucidation  of  the  parable  of 
the  ricii  man  and  {..azarus. 

To  conclude;  if  any  observations  we  have 
made,  shall  prove  a  source  of  cdific.atiuii  to 
“Candor,”  or  any  of  our  readers,  or  tend  in 
the  least  to  the  removal  of  doubts  or  objections 
to  the  glorious  and  heavenly  doctrine  of  univer¬ 
sal  benevolenci!  and  salvation,  we  shall  be  am¬ 
ply  paid  for  the  little  labor  they  have  cost  us. 
“  Search  the  S<-ripturc8,”  and  “  see  whether 
tliese  things  are  so.”  S.

There  is,  we  ln-lieve,  no  deiioiniiiatio'i  of 
profi-ssing  Christians  less  acquainted  with  its 
exact  strength,  number  of  Preachers,  Sis-ieties, 
.Meeting  houses,  Ac.,  than  our  own.  Our  sta¬ 
tistics,  on  these  subjects,  are  very  deficient  in 
corriH-tness,  and  must  lie  gleaned  alone  from  our 
perio<licals — for  it  is,  by  no  means  a  general 
thing  fiir  our  associated  iKxlies  tu  attenil  to  the 
matter. 

The  writer  was  for  some  time  a  believer  in 
Universahsm,  and  a  reader  of  Universalist  pub¬ 


lications,  bcliire  he  had  any  correi't  idea  of  the 
extent  and  strength  of  the  order — and  often, 
when  his  mind  reverts  to  the  workings  of  his 
.soul  in  regret  that  tliere  were  so  very  fi-w,  (at 
he  Ix-lieved,)  who  were  almost  and  altogether 
such  as  he  w;is  in  tliith — he  foels  a  strong  anxi¬ 
ety  that  some  regular  and  p<.-rmatient  means 
might  lie  taken  tu  ascertain,  as  correctly  at  |iot- 
Slide,  the  strength  uf  Uiiiversalisiu  in  tliit 
country. 

None  but  those  who  have  sorely  fi-lt  a  want 
of  such  information — who  have  lived  70  or  100 
miles  from  any  ws-iety  profi-ssing  a  like  iiiith — 
who  have  never  heard  the  gos|M-l  preached  in 
its  purity,  or  visited  a  place  which  h.ad  been 
blessed  by  the  fisiLsteps  of  the  messengers  of 
pe.ice — and  who  fi-el  as  if  they  were  alone  in 
the  vvorlil  in  lieheving  the  word,  promises  and 
oath  of  Jehovah,  c,an  truly  appreciate  the  ne- 
necc.ssity,  and  salukiry  usefulness  of  church 
statistics. 

When  the  society  was  fiirmed  in  Marietta, 
Pa.,  there  were  no  I’niversalist  s<M-ieties  nearer 
than  Philadelphia,  east — .North  ('arolina,  south 
— t  Hiio,  w  est,  and  Susquehanna  or  Bradfiird 
county,  north — a  fi-arful  distance  indeed — and 
the  litth-  ths-k  in  this  vast  extent  of  moral  wil¬ 
derness,  were  regarded  by  our  opponetrts  at 
the  only  Cniversalists  in  the  world — “  except, 
perhaps,”  they  would  say,  “a  so«-icty  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  one  or  two  ill  New-York  state,  and 
a  few  in  the  New-fliigland  states.”  W'e  wer« 
consequently,  as  little  resjiected  fiir  sanity  of 
mind,  or  proprii-ty  and  prudence  of  conduct,  .at 
was  F.hjah  among  the  4.'i0  pnqihets  of  B.aal  ; 
and,  as  a  matter  course,  none  except  the  stout 
in  heart,  fi-arless  in  purpose,  and  unyielding  in 
deternunation,  dared  unite  their  characters  and 
(-Hiirts  with  ours  in  defence  and  support  of  the 
diM-trine.  Of  what  iinportnnce,  as  a  matter  of 
joyous  intbrmation  to  ourselves,  and  of  warm 
iiiducemenl  to  our  fearfiil  friends,  was  a  portion 
of  news,  giving  even  an  iiiqierfi-ct  st.atcmeiit  of 
the  progress,  extent  and  stn-ngth  of  our  cause. 
.No  sermon,  however  giHid,  vva.s  more  useful  to 
our  little  hand,  or  more  eagerly  rejul  and  cher¬ 
ished. 

There  are,  doubtless,  other  societies  and 
neigliborlioiMis  in  a  similar,  if  not  in  a  worse 
situation,  and  much  giMsi  could  therefore  he 
ilont-  by  the  puhlicatioii  of  a  yearlv  and  correct 
sL'itement  of  the  niimlM-r  of  our  s<K-ietii-s,  meet¬ 
ing  houses  ami  clergymen,  in  the  different 
st.'ites.  But  how  ran  correct  aci-ouiits  lie  oh- 
taitied?  We  answer,  let  every  .Association  and 
Convetition  gather  togt-thcr,  and  publish  such 
inform.itioii  as  they  can  obt.iin,  respecting  these 
siibji-cts  in  their  bounds,  and  the  thing  will  lie 
done  at  once.  As  to  the  south  and  west, 
where  there  may  be  preachers  and  societies  iin- 
connei-ted  with  any  of  our  Associations,  wo 
must  do  as  heretofore — depend  on  individuals 
fiir  information.  G.
